Officials 
Apply For 


| Ch. 90 Funds 


Local officials met with the 
county commissioners and county 
engineers Tuesday to request 
Chapter 90 funds for 1971. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Aus- 


. tin, accompanied by Public Works 


Director Robert McQuade and En- 
gineer John Avery, submitted a 
request for $62,000, of which the 
town will pay one quarter. 

The local officials expressed 
a hope that the legislature would 
provide additional Chapter 90 
funds, in order that the amount of 
work can be increased. 

Planned for construction with 
the funds, is rebuilding of Andover 
street. 

The town has been accumulating 
funds for the past two years for 
the total project. The first year 
funds will be for the section from 
Argilla road to Dascomb road. 

The money received this year, 
coupled with funds to be appro- 
priated in 1971, will be used for 
reconstruction of the section from 
Dascomb road to Hall avenue. 

Local officials were informed 
at the meeting that it is con- 
templated that in the future, local 
communities will be assessed for 
survey and planning work in con- 
nection with Chapter 90 projects. 

In the past state and county 
governments have picked up the 
costs for this work. Due to some 
communities changing projects, 
resulting in additional survey and 
planning work, the state depart- 
ment of public works now feels 
that an assessment must be made 
to the local communities. 

The percentage will come out 
of the total amount of funds granted 
local communities.

Monday night there were four 
meetings involving over 150 young 
people.

Most of the hurdles cleared, 
the building committee looks now 
for SBAC approval, in prepara- 
tion for town meeting.

Addition 

It would appear that the town’s 
voters will be able to act on the 
granting of funds for final planiing 
for the Doherty school addition at 
the October town meeting. 

A joint meeting of the select- 
men, finance committee, school 
board and planning board Monday 
night at the school, reviewed the 
plans drawn to date under an ap- 
propriation of the last annual town 
meeting. 

The initial $12,500 was for pre- 
liminary drawings which are 
awaiting approval of the State 
Building Assistance commission. 

In October, an additional $80,000 
will be requested to provide work- 
ing drawings, or plans upon which 
bids will be sought for the new 
construction. 

Chairman James J. St. Germain 
of the building committee outlined 
the plans for the 12 room addition 
to the school which will include 
renovation work for the existing 
building. He said that the es- 
timated total cost for the work is 
$1,900, 500. 

There was discussion concern- 
ing an addition, rather than an 
entire new building. 

Dr, Kenneth R. Seifert, super- 
intendent of schools explained 
that even if a new building were 
constructed, renovations would be 
needed to. the Doherty school in 
keeping with the school policy of 
providing eqial opportunities for 
all children of the community. 

It was further explained that the 
building of a new school will take 
time, since land must be obtained 
and additional plans drawn. 

Also, the population in the cen- 
tral section of town dictates the 
need for the 12 room addition as

River. The 293 page report on 
the Merrimack Study Area is the 
third in a series which will even- 
tually cover the entire state. The 
Merrimack Study Area is that 
portion of the Merrimack River 
drainage area in Massachusetts 
plus the Rowley River drainage 
area, but excluding the Concord and 
Nashua River drainage areas. 

The 138 potential sites described 
in the report have the capacity to 
store 22-billion gallons of water, 
with a combined surface area of 
7,800 acres. Because of the com- 
prehensiveness of this study, it 
is necessarily of a preliminary 


nature. Some sites may prove to © 


be not feasible upon more de- 
tailed investigation, however, 
these sites have been identified and 
merit further consideration. These 
sites have a potential for providing 
storage for water supply, flood 
prevention, recreation, low-flow 
augmentation, fish and wildlife, or 
other beneficial uses in the Mer- 
rimack Study Area. A potential 
reservoir site is a natural 
resource that should be protected 
from development until it has re- 
ceived careful consideration as

‘‘Days of Awe,’’ a ten-day period, 
culminating in the Day of Atone- 
ment, Yom Kippur. 

According to Hebrew tradition, 
man’s fate is written down on 
Rosh Hashanah and sealed at last 
on the final, tenthday, Yom Kippur, 
which begins this year at sundown, 
Oct. 9, Friday evening. Orthodox 
and Conservative Jews observe 
Rosh Hashanah for two days, and 
many Reform Jews for one. The 
two-day observance stems from 
the days after the Diaspora. Since 
the Hebrew calendar was a lunar 
one, and differed from the pre- 
vailing solar calendar, it was 
feared than an error in reckoning 
might deprive a Jew living in the 
Diaspora from observing Rosh 
Hashanah on the proper day. 

The traditional Rosh Hashanah 
service centers around prayer and 
self-examination, but reaches an 
extraordinary climax when the 
Shofar, a hollow ram’s horn, one 
of the oldest instruments known 
to man, is blown. 

The Book of Leviticus refers 
to the sound of the Shofar as a 
‘‘blast of horns,’’ ‘‘a holy convo- 
cation.’”” The sound is piercing and 
powerful. Over the centuries it has 
symbolized many things to Jews 
ancient and modern: A call to 
battle; the tearing away of the old 
year and the past, through re- 
pentance and forgiveness; a plea 
to God that he remember man,

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Editorial Comment 


The Ambulance 


Three members of the board of selectmen have seen fit 
to abandon any thoughts, for the present, of providing An- 
dover with a second ambulance. 

Chairman Robert A. Watters, Selectmen Roger W. Collins 
and George F. Heseltine moved a week ago, to remove the 
proposal from consideration at the Oct. 5 town meeting. 
The article called for an appropriation of $15,000 to pro- 
vide a second ambulance for the town. - 

Selectman Sidney P. White, supported by Selectman 
William Stewart, wanted the matter placed before the 
voters for public consideration, in light of increased costs. 
This theory that the public should have the opportunity to 
determine if they wish such service was blocked by the 
majority of the board. 

Ambulance service in Andover has been under fire for 
the past several weeks. - 

At present the policy stands that emergency service to 
Greater Lawrence hospitals will be answered by the am- 
bulance, based on the advice to the fire department of a 
physician, police officer or firefighter. 

Anything other than a strict emergency must be handled 
by a private ambulance service. 

Andover is the only Greater Lawrence community that 
charges $10 to transport non residents to the local hos- 
pitals, including accident cases. ° 

It is now proposed that the policy be examined by an 
appointed committee with a report due on the policy and 
possibility of a second ambulance prior to the annual town 
meeting in March. 

The additional delay, if the town decides additional 
service is necessary, will only lead to further curtailment 
of what many consider a needed service. 

Selectman White in his argument for leaving the article 
in the warrant, noted that he and his colleagues should 
probably sit down for a complete meeting on the ambulance 
policy. Spend some time considering the matter among 
themselves. : 

This seemed logical. 

The selectmen, under the town manager Charter, are sup- 
posed to be a policy making board, but apparently the 
majority does not feel there is sufficient time for them to 
spend the possibly needed hours to consider such a vital 
issue, such as providing ambulance service to the town. ° 

It would appear now that any opportunity the towns- 
people would have to decide on increased service, or 
change in policy, will be delayed until the town meeting 
in March. Certainly, if the majority of the selectmen are 
opposed to action in October, then the Finance Committee 
would not look favorably upon such an issue. 

Assuredly, increased service would mean additional 
costs. But, Andover has been facing these problems as 
the town continues to grow. ° 

Failure of the majority of the selectmen to tackle the 
particular problem with dispatch, indicates a willingness 
to delay facing a major decision. This is a matter which 
eventually leads to poor leadership. 

Too long, Andover has suffered from delayed decisions, 
putting over to committees for study and such other 
stalling tactics. In the long run they prove costly. 

A reversal of their decision of a week ago, would allow 
the voters to decide just what they want in services in 
October, but it would appear that three men will dictate 
that the matter of ambulance policy and service will be 
put off to next March at the earliest. 


The Playstead | 


It now seems that development of the Andover Play- 
stead, in conjunction with construction of the Doherty 
school addition appears certain. 

Plans for the new school must be accompanied by the 
development of the play area in order to receive state 
financial assistance. 

Thus, the planning of the playstead area, will also come 
in for some state assistance, both in planning and devel- 
opment. 

It is important to the town that the area be properly 
developed, for it lends itself well to the recreation needs 
of the town. 

It is centrally located, offers a wide area which can be 
developed to provide recreational areas for all ages. 

That it now will receive some professional attention 
seems wise. 


Evaluation 


A salient point was made at a joint meeting of several 
boards and committees Monday night with regard to the so- 


called open school concept. 


A member of the Finance Committee asked if the school 
administration had made an evaluation of the Bancroft 
school program, since its inception a year ago. 

Administrators said that the overall school program was 
being examined constantly. It was also mentioned, that 
while all new school construction is based on the open 
school concept, the new buildings are adaptable to change 
back to the single classroom space. 

Since Bancroft, and now West school, along with the 
other schools in town are adapting to the new methods, it 
would seem that the time is ripe for a full evaluation of 


the modern day program. 


And, while we oppose to a certain degree, outside con-

The layman can examine and evaluate, but only the pro- 
fessional educator can properly judge. 


Such items as an Informational Materials Center (IMC), 


is considered necessary, but even at the meeting to dis- 
cuss the Doherty school addition Monday night, this par- 
ticular item was being called by what we referred to the 


area before — a library. 
Buildings are costly. 
New programs are also. 


Population growth at the moment dictates a need for the 
Doherty school addition and its continuance of the open 


school concept. 


But before additional education facilities are planned, 
or funds sought, a thorough evaluation of how beneficial 
the new concepts are for Andover’s young people should 


be undertaken. 


This, in view of the fact that while the building itself 
is costly to construct, it is equally, if not more finan- 
cially burdening to staff the structure. 

An evaluation,, it seems, is in order.

and heads the Student Activity 
Center at the high school, sup- 
ported the fire station proposal 
and assists in its administration. 

Faro intends to meet with the 
town manager and the selectmen 
and invite them to see the activity 
at the center before making any 
final decision on demolition. 

He noted that only a few parking 
spaces would be gained by the 
demolition, while allowing its con- 
tinued use would provide a service 
to the young people.

be used by the school administra- 
tion, the former Hurley property, 
which is now stripped of all faci- 
lities or the Jackson’school, which 
is being used for classes and 
would not be conducive to the 
youth program. 

Faro feels that the town sup- 
port is ‘needed in order to con- 
tinue a program which is growing 
through enthusiastic response of 
responsible youngsters.
